FARM INCOME 
UP, FEWER ON 
RELIEF NOW 


Farmers in Cook county ha\o 
played their part in bringing about 
prosperity to Illinois and the N a­ 
tion. Facts and figures on the im­ 
portance of farm incomes to nation­ 
al prosperity and a summary of im­ 
portant farm, labor and business 
statistics for the past several \ ears 
are given in a recent report of the 
national emergency council to the 
president. 
Approximately thirty-three mil­ 
lion citizens, or about 25% of the 
entire population of the country, de­ 
rive their income directly from A g­ 
riculture the report states. 
Farm Income I p 
Approximately 330,000,000 acres 
were harvested in 1935, bringing 
the farm er a gross income of $8,- 
j 10,000,000. This gross income has 
ranged from a maximum of $11,- 
480.000.000 to a minimum of $5,- 
337.000.000 during the past twenty 
years. 
Beginning in 1930, the report 
shows, farm incomes (with produc­ 
tion costs deducted) dropped steadi­ 
ly from over $3,000,000,000 in 1930 
to $ I,! 73,OOO,OOO in 1932. A fter 1932 
the net farm income rose as fol­ 
lows: 1933, $2,548^)00,000, 1934, $3,- 
257.000.000 and 1935, $3,550,000,- 
000. 
Corresponding changes in prices 
are presented in the report tables, 
showing the drop in food prices, liv­ 
ing costs and earnings per person 
from 1929 until 1933, when all three 
reached a low point. 
Since that 
date, the tables show, earnings per 
person, living costs and prices have 
steadily increased. 
Statistics are also presented in 
I the report for labor and industry, 
government and private fiscal a f­ 
fairs, housing, power, transporta­ 
tion, communications and relief. 
Less On Relief Now 
The number of families receiving 
relief has gradually incensed since 
1933 reaching the {>eak early in 
1935. Since last year it has shown 
a steady drop. 
The number of cases as disting­ 
uished from families, receiving re­ 
lief aid not counting transients, was 
2,846,910 in November, 1935. 
In 
November, 1934, this number was 
4,209,023 and for November, 1933, 
was 3,305,114. 
In briefly tracing the history of 
the Federal Emergency Relief ad­ 
ministration, from its organization 
in May, 1933, the report points out 
that it has been the policy of this 
agency to leave the administration 
of relief in the hands of state and 
local organizations, and that the 
functions of the FERA are con­ 
fined to general supervision of the 
programs and policies of the State 
organizations. Funds for relief are 
in the form of grants to the States. 
Each month the states make es­ 
timates of their requirements for 
relief for the ensuing period. These 
estimates 
are 
adjusted 
by 
the 
Emergency Relief Administration 
in the light of funds available, ad­ 
ministrative policy and the recom­ 
mendations of its field agencies. 
Grants are made to supplement 
state and local funds, and are in­ 
tended to supply the difference be­ 
tween the amounts required and the 
amounts on hand in the state. 
Funds Under State Control 
The funds granted are transfer­ 
red through the Federal Reserve 
system to depository banks, desig­ 
nated by the Governors of the 
states, and endorsed by the Gover­ 
nor over to the State adm inistra­ 
tion. 
When the funds are transferred, 
control of them passes from the 
Federal to the State Government, 
with the Federal Government main­ 
taining only that measure of con­ 
trol implied by supervision of pro­ 
cedures and standards, and by the 
fact that additional grants are con­ 
tingent upon proper expenditure of 
the funds previously granted. 
City, town and county relief or­ 
ganizations under State Supervi­ 
sion are responsible for the investi-
